Universal Honors to the Dead 
Heroes. 


Decoration Day. 
By Associated Press. ] 


New York, May 30.—Business is 
practically suspended here to-day and 
all the courts and government build- 
ings are closed. The parade was large 
and imposing. The graves of soldiers 
in the cemeteries were decorated and 
all the soldiers monuments were cov- 
ered with flowers. 

The program for the afternoon in- 
cluded services at the tomb of Gen- 
eral Grant under the direction of the 
U. S. Grant Post of Brooklyn. The 
United States man-of-war Enterprise 
anchored in the Hudson river oppo- 
site the tomb and fired minute guns 
during the service. A number of ex- 
Confedeate soldiers were present as 
guests, including ex-Governor John 8, 
Wise of Virginia, who delivered an 
eloquent oration. The day was-gen- 
erally observed throughout the State 
and in New Jersey. 

Crrepeck (N, Y.), May 30.—This 
being the home of Vice-President 
Morton he presided at the Memorial 
services held here. The exercises 
consisted largely of a service of song 
and address by the clergy. The Vice- 
President made a brief’ address.

Ad- 
dresses were delivered by General 
Raum and others. At other ceme- 
teries were ceremonies of the same 
character.

At the conclusion of 
the public reception the President 
took the train for Laurel Hill ceme- 
tery where he took part in the cere- 
monies over the grave of Gen. George 
G. Meade, the hero of Gettysburg. 
Returning from the cemetery the 
President and party were guests of 
the Board of Directors of the Union 
League Club. After dining there a 
reception will be held from 5 to 7 
o’clock, when the party will return to 
Washington. 

San Francisco, May 30.—Despite 
the cloudy weather and occasional 
drizzling of rain the customary Memo- 
rial Day parade of the United States :

Lonpon, May 30.—The text of the 


| Bering.Sea bill introduced in the 
| Commons yesterday is in substance as 


follows: 
‘*The Queen may by order in coun- 
cil prohibit the catching of seals by 


veteran's | British ships during a period to be 


limited by the order in council. 
While the order in council under this 
act is in force no person belonging to 
a British ship shall kill, take or hunt 
or attempt to kill; take or hunt seal 
within Bering Sea during the period 
stated in the order of the council. 
No British ship or any equipment or 
crew thereof shall be employed in 
such killing, taking or hunting. If 


| there be any contravention of this act, 


any person committing, procuring, 
aiding or abetting such contravention 
shall be guilty of misdemeanor, with- 
in the meaning of the merchantship- 
ping act, and the ship equipment and 
everything on board shall be forfeited 
to Her Majesty. Any commissioned 
officer of the naval list sha!l have 
power during the period limited to 
stop and examine any British ship in 
Bering Sea and tu detain her or any 
portion of her equipment or any of the 
crew, if in his judgment it is being or 
is preparing to be used or emploved 
in contravention of this act. If a 
British ship is found within Bering 
Sea having on board fishing or shoot- 
ing implements or seal skins or bodies 
of seals, it shall lie with the owner or 
master of such ship to prove the ship 
is not\used or employed in the con- 
travention of this act. _This act shall 
apply to the animal known as the fur 
seal, 

‘In order that the above provisions 
may be carried into effect, it shall be 
lawful for any commissioned officers 
in the naval or military service of Her 
Majesty or any British officer of Cus- 
toms, or British Consuiar officer, to 
seize and‘detain any ship which had 
wholly or as to'any share herein, be- 
come subject to forfeiture as aforesaid, 
and bring her to adjudication before a 
high court of admiralty in England on 
Ireland or before any court haying ad- 
miralty jurisdiction within Her 
Majesty’s dominions; and such court 
may thereupon make such order as it 
may think fit and award the officer 
bringing in the same for adjudication 
such portion of the proceeds of sale of 
any forfeited ship or share as it. may 
think fit. Every offence by this act 
declared to be a misdemeanor will be 


‘punishable by fine or by imprison- 


ment with or without labor.”’ 

The bill then quotes various. sec- 
tions of the merchant shipping act as 
to be applied by the new order. It is 
expected the bill will be passed next 
week and that afterwards the ‘council 


will fix the period over which it is to 
extend.

How it Was Celebrated in 
Reno and Carson. 


Eloquent Orations by Hon. T. V. Julien | 


and Hon. Wm. Webster. — The 
Cemeteries a Bed of Roses after 
the Exercises Were Over. 


The sound of the bugle at 10 o’clock 
this morning and the hurrying to and 
fro of the populace with beautiful 
flowers gave proof of the patriotic 
sentiment burning in the breast of 
the American people. Tt gave evi- 
dence that of all the days in the year, 
Memorial Day has a firmer hold on 
the hearts of the people than any 
other, Fourth of July not excepted. 
The vacant square in front of the Riv- 
erside Hotei and the streets were lined 
with little children and loving women, 
while the measured tread of the old 
veteran, as he marched to take part 
in the ceremonies of the day, caused 
the young and the old alike to raise 
his hat as he passed the old hero on 
the way. Reno presented a lovely 
picture to look upon as the gathering 
crowds assembled to pay homage to 
the boys in blue who had gone before.

Grand Marshal A. A. Evans at 11 
o’clock gave the order ‘Forward 
March” and the line moved north on 
Virginia street to Commercial Row, 
west on Commercial Row to Sierra 
street, north on Sierra street to Hill- 
side Cemetery, west in the cemetery 
tothe G. A. R. burial. plot. 

On arriving at the cemetary, ranks 
were broken and Hasting’s Cornet 
Band played an appropriate air after 
which the President of the Day, Dr. 
J. A. Lewis, made a few appropriate 
and well timed remarks and called 
upon Rey. F. V. Fisber for prayer. 

The beautiful and impressive cere- 
monies of the Grand Ariny of the Re- 

ublic as conducted by Rev. Wm. 

ucas, the Post Commander, were 
very touching and appealed direct to 
the more sensitive feeling of the vast 
congregation. 

Dr. Lewis then stated that owing to 
the inclemency of the weather it would 
endanger the good health and lives of 


those present to attempt to carry out 


the published program, and that the 
literary exercises would therefore be 
postponed uutil 7:30 o’clock this 
evening at the Opera House, and that 
further exercises except the decoration 
of the graves would be dispensed with 
until that hour. 

The band then played another 
‘piece and the congregation  scat- 
tered to decorate the graves with 
Spring’s perfume-laden gifts to the 
dead heroes who occupy but six feet in 
length by two in width of mother 
earth. The Hillside cemetery was 
literally wreathed with tokens of re- 
memorance to the dead, and resem- 
bled a Southern California flower gar- 


den.

friends whose upturned faces\are for- 
ever silenced. 


EXERCISES AT THE OPERA HOUSE. 
The _Opera House was densely 
packed this evening by an enthusias* 
tic assembly who gathered to listen 


to the exercises. The band played an 
appropriate air, after which President 
Lewis said that he regretted that the 
inclemency of the weather had made 
it expedient to postpone the carrying 
out of the literary exercises as had been 
arranged. . He spoke feelingly of the 
occasion that brought the vast crowd 
together and paid a handsome tribute 
‘the the Grand Army of the Republic, 
and called upon Rey. Mr. Fisher to 
invoke the blessing. 

After prayer \the choir composed 
of Messrs. R. Wiand G. Parry, Mrs. 
W. S. Bender and Miss Grace Wasson, 
with Miss Eva Quaiffe presiding at 
the organ, sang ‘‘ Cover Them Over” 
so sweetly that hardly a dry eye could 
be seen. 

Hon. T. V. Julien fired the hearts 
of the old boys and kindled the flame 
of patriotism in their breast anew by 
his soul stirring oration which is here 
given in full: 


FFI LOW CITIZENS, ANC ®OLDIERS OF THE 
GRAND ARMY, — Iu a land of political 
equality and civil liberty,a country where 
every well behaved citizen is an acknowl- 
edged sovereign) and there alone, can ex- 
ist a day such as\we have here assembled 
to celebrate. No other people on earth 
can appreciate the sentimentthat brought 
into existence. this national holiday; 
hence we have often been told by cur 
European neighbbors\of the dire results 
that would surely follow its continued 
observance. They know not, as do we, 
that it is the legitimate a of 
patriotism, love of couatry and gratitude 
to martial beroesr. We appreciate, and 
love to honor the brave men who fought 
for our liberties. 

Other countries that stand abreast with 
our own iuthe tide of Christianity and 
civilization know not the apirit- which 
brought into existence or prompts the 
continuance of Memorial Day. Among 
the soldiers of this Republic,\ from the 
richly caparis »ned General to the blouse- 
coyered private, no class iskaoown. Each 
fills his sllotted station and receives his 
martial reward. 

How different in the Old World. ‘There 

the c»mmon soldier who perits his life in 
defense of his country and falls upon th. 
field of batile, ordies of wounds or disease 
in the hospi als, is laid to rest with as \it- 
tle ceremuny as possible, and 1s soon for- 
gitten. if he survives, and obtains an 
honorable discharge, though maimed and 
broken in health, a meager pension which 
enables him to eke vut a miserable exist- 
ence is the only recognition vouchsafed 
tohim, and his final resting place, un- 
markcd my monument, or “storied urn” 
is forever neglected; while the officer in 
command, who gives his orders at @ safe 
distance from the conflict, is retired on 
half pay, and spends the remainder of his 
life in luxury and ease, and is given a 
final resting place among King’, princes, 
ind statesmen. Our pa ioa provides for 
its soldiers while :iiving and honors them 
when dead; of which our pension roll and 
the sdcred observance of this day is con- 
vincing proot. 

Murmurings of discontent at the present 
ana increasing size of our pension roll, if 
aoy there be, comes from those who have 
forgotten the-past. While it was not my 
fortune to be un active participant in the 
late civil war, | was old enough to be 
familiar with the scenes then enacted 
Well dol remember the urgent appeal 
for volunteers, when the lifeof the uation 
hung in the balance. Well dol remei:n- 
berthe promises every where made by 
S'a-esmen, suldiers and orators to those 
who, for the moment, halted between 
duty to their tamily and that of taeir 
country. And mght well do I remember 
the solemn compsxct then entered into 
between this nation and. the soldier, who 
with unspeakabie,; immeasurable courage 
and patriotism, forsaking home and 
familv in answer to such appeals, offered 
his life a ransom for his wg It was 
that whatever fortune might tide the 
soldier, the faith of this na ion is forever 
firmly,so emnly and irrevocably teres 
not -gradgingly, but to cheerfully and 
amply provide for that soldier and his 
ioved ones. cA 

sé fellow citizens,thatsolemn compact, 
doubly sacred by reasun of the circum: 
stances which surrounded its making, 
shall never be broken while a citizen 
lives to enjoy the beneficence of a govern- 
ment it was a means of saving. An hun- 
‘dred millions apnually paid to pi nsion- 
ers! What of that. Would any of us 
realize this, if not informed of the tact? 
What portion of that vast sum does the 
most wealthy «nd prosperous among us 
pay? The amount is so small, and the 
m ‘ans of piyment 89 easy, that he knows 
not howorwhen. The bulk of this vast 
sum comes from those who baskin the 
saonshine of prosperity, and finds its way 
into the hands of the aged and decrepi:

R. K. Colcord and accepted by Caster 
Post Commander, followed by an 
address by Congressman H. F. Bartine. 

Nevada has been spat upon by her 
Eastern neighbors, but when it comes 
to patriotism and love of country, she 
would put to blush many of her 
Kastern sisters, for it is not every 
State in the Union that has erected so 
handsome a monument as has Nevada 
and dedicated to the memory of the 
country’s defenders. The statue isa 
fine piece of workmanship and reflects 
credit, not only on the artist who de- 
signed it, but upon the State at large. 
Tne word ‘‘Rest’’ is inscribed on the 
front of the second base, and on the 
lower tablet the following: ‘‘Nevada’s 
Gift to Union Soldiers and Sailors, 
March 19, 1891’’ in large raised letters, 
A medallion of Admiral Farragut is 
engraved on the right lower tablet anc 
one of General Grant on the left. On- 
the back lower tablet is a foul. an- 
chor, to represent the navy. On the 
upper front tablet is a fac simile of 
the bandsome badge of the G. A. R. 
On the right upper tablet are crossed 
sabres emblemaictal of the cavalry 
service, and on the left crossed cant.on 
to represent the -artillery, and on the 
back arms stacked in commemcration 
of the infantry service.

Health is Wealth! 


Who Made It, 


Public Swindle That Brought to Its 
Perpetrator Considerable Money 
—How It Received Its 
Name. , 


By the announcement of the recent 


| death of George Hull, styledin the press 


| dispatches “the originator of the Car- 
| diff giant hoax,” it was reealled to the 
\memory of a reporter that he had once 
| heard him tell in detail the whole story 
_ of that celebrated and marvelous. fraud. 
| The reporter, says the Chicago Tribune, 

| was at the time at Binghamton, N. Y., 

| reporting the trial of Edward Ruloff, 

| who was finally hanged in that city for 

'murder. At that time the exposure of 

the Cardiff giant was a matter of the 

recent past, and the story that Hull told 

one January night to a party gathered 
around the huge open hearth fire in the 

sitting-room of the hotel had not only 

the merit of \being news, but was like- 
wise entitled to the credit of being high- 
| ly interesting. 

As he gave the story he had the idea 

of the Cardiff giant in his mind as a 
mood speculation long before he took 
any. practical steps in the matter. \Fi- 
nally he decided to undertakethe job of 
making a petrified giant that would 
maze the multitude, puzzle the 
learned, and fill his own pockets with 
collars. Hull had no knowledge of the 
art of sculpture and was totally ignor- 
_ ant of the science of anatomy. First 
of all he set himself resolutely to work 
to remedy these defects. He had con- 
siderable natural aptitude with the 
chisel, and he soon acquired sufficient 
skill to hew out a figure that was to be 
| put before the public as a relic of an 
| age so prehistoric that nobody would be 
likely to closely criticise its proportions. 
But Hull said he knew that.no matter 
how ancient was the era in which his 
giant lived he had to have pores in his 
skin to pass the scrutiny of even the 
unlearned, and it was the making of 
these pores, he claimed, which required 
more time and labor than all the other 
work he did in the manufacture of the 
‘giant. His work occupied many weeks, 
and was all done in an outhouse at- 
tached to his home near Binghamton. 
When it was at last finished he next 
'made preparations for its burial, in 
| order that when brought to publie view 
it might show the properevidence of an- 
| tiquity. -To effect that he buried it in 
the side of a hill on his farm and only 
a few yards from -the ‘‘studio” where it 
_ had been chiseled out of a huge block 
| of stone that had been dug out of that 
same hill. Im all this work; huge and 
| heavy as the uncut stone and the giant 
hewn out of it were, he had only the 
assistance of one man, a-sled and a 
_ yoke of oxen in moving them; the man 
who helped him move the stone was a 
| newly-arrived German immigrant whom 
| he had employed as a farmhand, and 
had no curiosity about the matter, and 
the one. who helped him bury the 
| “statue” was another man of the same 
) kind. 

Hull allowed the statue to remain in 
| the ground two. years, he said, before 
_heconsidered it to be in proper condition 
| to be “‘accidentally” discovered by him- 
, self, dug out, and the huge petrifaction 

brought into public view to amaze and 
| perplex people in general, but to de- 
| light the antiquarians who found ‘in it 
| an argument to uphold some of their 
most cherished theories. 

The work of Hull got its name from 
_the fact that near the spot where 
| it\was buried and was afterwards res- 
_urrected was*a small. hamlet called 
| Cardiff. Therefore it was as_ the 
“Cardiff giant” that the roughly-hewn 
image began and ended its. public 
| career, which-was not of long continu- 

ance; it was, however, for a period suf- 
ficiently lengthy to enable Hull to make 
considerable money out of the thing.

41 | According to his own story as he told it 
y | that night he might have made more 


with much less trouble if he had ac- 
cepted an offer Barnum made him for 
the giant soon after its appearance in 
public.. Of course exposure in the end 
was sure to come and did come, but 
that would have made no difference to 
Barnum; as an item in the “great 
show” it would always have had value, 
but with Hull the case was different: 
the truth becoming known the giant 
was forced into retirement. But he de- 
clared to his auditors that night in the 
Binghamton hotel that. the Cardiff 
giant, which he averred was then bying 
in the shed where it was made, had 
brought him more money than he 
had ever dared hope it would and that 
he was entirely content with the result 
of the venture so far as its pecuniary 
returns were concerned.
